Brigades to which they belong, within 
thirty days from the rising of the Gene­ 
ral Assembly at the present seesion, all 
the arms which have been received by 
them under the act» or resolutions of 
the General Assembly, ordering a dis­ 
tribution of this State»* quota of the 
arms provided by Congress, and also all 
the ammunition aud military stores 
which by law ought to be returned and 
delivered up.
